Sam was divorced twice while 
Lyndon and Lady Bird as- 
cended the political heights 
together. At the pinnacle of 
Lyndon’s power in the Senate 
Sam fell in a bathtub and 
broke his leg. The leg didn’t 
mend properly and had to be 
broken again. 

To ease the pain and frustra- 
tion Sam started drinking too 
much. While Lyndon was win 
ning the 1964 election by the 
greatest landslide in history 
Sam was confined for weeks 
in a Myrtle Beach, S.C., hos- 
' ,®^bausted, emaciated 
and alcoholic. One of his 
nurses swore out a warrant 
,for his arrest when a cheek

On another occasion, Sam 
and a divorcee were dumped 
into a Mexican jail after oaus- 
ing an altercation at a gas 
^tation south of the border. 
They were released only after 
Sam finally convinced the 
Mexican authorities that he 
was the brother of the Presi. 
dent of the United States. 



Lyndon to the Rescue 

The relationship between the 
two brothers has been as try- 
ing for Lyndon, however, as 
It has been for Sam. Repeat- 
edly, Lyndon has been obliged 
to bail his brother out of trou- 
ble. He arranged through the 
ORu Johnston (D- 
S^C.) for example, to quash 
the bad-check charge against 
Sam, Clark Clifford also pulled 


strings to keep the story out 
of the newspapers. 

As President, LBJ once told 
his brother pleadingly, “if 
just stay out of trouble until 
I leave. I’ll make you presi-

In his original manuscript 
Sam gave the needle to “Pro- 
fessor” Mike Mansfieid who 
succeeded his brother as Sen- 
ate Leader. Sam wrote that 
his brother didn’t like anyone 
as smart as himself as a depu- 
ty and selected Mansfield be- 
I hause of his mediocrity. The 
[publi^ers, however, edited 
out this passage. 

On the other band, Sam re- 
ports that LBJ bad a good re- 
lationship with the man who 
succeeded him in the White 
House. As Vice President, 
Richard Nixon once offered
